miinir;itecl proppstlon in the absence of 
logically adequate grounds for its ac- 
ceptance." 


In other v.-ords, :*~eestion is simply 


the abrupt entrance from without into 
consciousness of nn idea, which be- 
comes part of a stream of thoujrht and 
tends to produce the 
muscular nnd 


volitional effects which ordinarily fol- 
low on its presence. 


It is a well known fact, that children 


are especially susceptible to sugges- 
tion; first, because of their lack of 
knowledge: 
second, '.because the su- 


perior size, strength, knowledge and 
reputation of their 
elders 
tend 
to 


evoke the impulse of submission and 
to throw them into the receptive at- 
titude. Every child that Dr. Gulliver 
treats is told and firmly believes that 
the doctor will give them something 
to smell of and plat he will 
go 
to 


sleep. 


When the surgeon 
has won the 


child's confidence and assures it that 
it is going to sleep it is in an ideal 
mental state to accept the suggestion 
that follows. 
After the patient has 


been wrapped in a sheet and laid on 
the'table with a pillow under his head. 
Dr. Gulliver proceeas by tirst asking 
the child his name and where he lives. 
Afer assuring him and gaining his 
confidence further he places his hands j 
on the child's abdomen and endeavors 
to make him breathe deeply. 


Meanwhile an\assistant has placed 


a head mirror on Dr. Gulliver's forei-f 
head and sprinkled a few drops c|f 
lavender perfume 
on 
an 
ordinary 


chloroform inhaler. 


Dr. Gulliver directs the patient to 


look intently at the head mirror, which 
being concave, magnifies the patient's 
face as the doctor bends nearer and 
nearer. 
He then places the chloro- 


form Inhaler over the patient's nose 
and roouth, telling him to smell of it, 
for it will put hlnr to sleep immedi- 
ately. 


A moment later the doctor removes 


the inhaler ami exclaims, "Why, he is 
going to eleep now!" Waiting « min- 
ute or two ho taps the patient on the 
cheek sharply and exclaims suddenly. 
"Xow you are sound 
asleep! 
You 


will hear me talking while you are 
asleep, but you will not wake up un- 
til you -get home." 


Then he says, "Open your mouth." 


after which he Inserts n mouth gas. 
An assistant holds the child's head 
suspended over the edge of the table 
while the doctor removes the tonsils 
and adenoids. 
Dr. Gulliver has operated on more 


than 200 of these cases In 
children 


over four years of ago and h.-is been 
successful In 8d per cent, of the cases 
with this method. In children under 
four years it Is hard to get their at- 
tention and it is necessary to resort to 
ether.

Model of a Playhouse of 1600.

A model of 
the 
Fortune 
theater, 


which, was built in 1600 in 
Golden 


Lane rrom the designs of Alleyn, the 
founder of Dulwich cMlege, has been 
on exhibition In London. Prof. Bran- 
der Matthews has obtained it for Co- 
lumbia university, and it will arrive 
here shortly. 
Apart from the fact that 


Shakespeare 
himself is said to have 


acted in 
the 
Fortune 
theater, the 


model is of much interest to the stu- 
dent of the drama. The building-wns 
fashioned in the style of an 
F.llza- 


hethan inn, as a quadrangle with the 
center open to the air. 
Above the 


wide veranda which covers half of the 
stage, there 
Is a higher 
story 
or 


"tower," red-tiled like the gabled roof 
that ru^s 'round the other three sides 
of the house over the three tiers of 
seats for the spectators. 
The tiers 


nlong each of the two side walls are 
divided Into seven hays by 
wooden. 


columns; at the. back nf the house tire 
eight bays, one of which is taken up 
by. the staircase which mounts from 
the main entrance '(the only one ex- 
cept the performers' door behind the 
stage), so that the general effect of 
the rows of box-like openings is very 
much the same as the Covent Garden 
theater, except that the balconies are

PIGEON FLIES WITH TRAIN. 


The pigeon thai for the last month 


or vnorc has hr-en running with the 
Iron Mounta.!:; crews between Malvorn 
:ind •\rkndoiphla has extended its rnn 
nnd now makes the trip from Walco 
to CJnrclon, a distance of thirty-four 
mi I os. 


A brake-man who made the trip over 


tho division this week reported at the 
Union station that the pigeon made 
the down trip with his train, joining 
the crew at Walco and leaving them 
at Gurdon, which was the furthest 
point south it had been known to gn 
previously. 


For the last four or five weeks this 


pigeon has been flying along with the 
Iron Montain train. Some of the train- 
men are said to regard it as a hoodoo 
and 
fear that its presence portends 


some disaster to them, but as yet no 


accident, hns happened to a crew while 
the bird was along. Others look upon 
the pigeon as a pet and are always glad 
to have it join them on a trip.
